on all others,the Imperative mood 
doth devolve, during the In- 
ter-recmers of the Husbands fick- 
neſ+) to uſe her coercive power 
upon her ſick Paintcr, who muſt 
and ſhould take, whatever he 
preſcribed. Six Doſes of the 
Teſuits Powder tormed into Pills, 
were 
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were mark'd down to be (wal- 
lowed , Eight Pellets every 
four hours. The ſecond exhibi- 
tion dammed up his Looleneſs, 
and conſequently the Fits were 
raiſed to a higher pitch than e- 
ver, Notwithſtanding the re- 
maining Doſes were adviſed 
with a continuando, which ſtop- 
ping all the avenues of Nature, 
and forcing thoſe excrementn1- 
ous humours, that Nature before 
had ſeparated, and thrown to 
the Guts, into the great Veſlels, 
the intermittent was now turned 
into a continual Feever, atten- 
ded with a great drought, black 
Tongue, delirium,low Pulſe, &c. 
This boiſtreus Hurricane threat- 


ning nothing but Shipwrack of 
the Decumbents life , and the 
Reputation of the Revolted Di- 
vine: to (ave the latter, he calls 
in the great Warden of the Fa-

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culty, who to recompence the 
curtelie the Rewegade had done

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As then, ſo ever after he is 
ſtrongly opinionated, that the 
Method of applying thoſe in- 
conſiderable ſtumps of Medi- 
cines and Remedies, decipher'd 
in his Fernelizs or Sennertas, 1s 
the Crown of the work, which 
muſt, and will advance him to 
be the Archiater of the Town. 
It is in this, that one Fool doth 
value himſelf above the other, 
becauſe his Method is different, 
and conſequently in his _ 
trene (3 better, Hereof I will give 
you a taſt, that muſt neceſſarily 
di-relliſh all ingenious Palates, 
The received Method of curing 
continual putrid Feavers, which 
pleads an antiquity of above 
two thouſand years, was not 

fince not ſo little ſcorned 

by a Phyſician of the faculty, as 
his newly invented one much

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commended to all others, though 
by me no leſs admired, for not 
killing the Patient, being at- 
tenedd with a continual Feaver in 
the third climaQerick of his age, 
whole ſymptoms, asa Delirinn, 
very black Tongue , inſatiable 
drought, and broyling heat, 
ſpoke it ſufhciently malignant. 
The Morning after bleeding,our 
Pariſian Door empiics him 
with a Purge of Deco ſens. 
Ger, and Mas, Next day after 
his Devotion at Maſs, upon his 
viſit finding him worſe, inter- 
preted by him to happen, be- 
cauſe he was not ſufficiently em- 
ptied, immediately cauſed him to 
iwallow the ſame Potion with 
an addition; Still worſe and 
worſe, notwithſtanding repeats 
the ſame Purgative fix or cight 
Mornings ſucceffivelyy All his 
Symptoms perſiſted in the ſame

$2. The Moral this Methodiſt 
abltratts from the preceding 
management, was, that Quoti- 
dian Purges are adequate Reme- 
dics of malignant continual Fea* 
vers; though by me contrarywiſe 
conſtrutted , vis.

And it this be Methodus meden- 
di, 1 defire to know of Mr. Dr.

However not to rob him of the 
honour of the firſt Inventor, I 
muſt do him Juſtice, in Recor- 
ding, that it was he, who was 
firſt Author of exhibiting Mer- 
rary in the Morning, Dia-

(or none; for ſome Natures are 
{ſo robuſt, that nothing can ſub- 
due, and therefore ſome few may

$ 9. Ships cannot be Steered 
ſo many various and contrary 
courſes by one Wind, as Phyft- 
cians tumble and toſs the ſame 
Diſeaſes by this ſingle part of 
Medicine, called Method. So 
here we have another of a boun- 
cing Fame, that ordered cooling 
Juleps tor a young Lady his ve- 
ry near Neighbour, until the 
Smell Pox budded forth, then 
bleeds her the day before the 
expired, and commands to be gi- 
ven 6&0 drops of Spirits of Hart» 
D6 horn, 
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born, one hour, and ſixty drops of 
Spirits of Sal Armoniac the other 
hour, and ſo ds hore is horam 
to be continued ina few (poon- 
fuls of a very brisk Cordial. This 
Method was perfiſted in, until 
ſhe died with ſome of the Cor- 
dial in her Mouth. In caſe of this 
Nature, I ſhould prefer the coun- 
ſel of Celſar, That it is better to 
let a Patient die, than to hill 
bim. 

$6. The attendant that exhi- 
bited the Drops, gave me this ac+

IT am not only of opinion, 
but poſſibly certain, that not- 
withſtanding all the deluſions of

CHAP, VII. 
Of Falſe Methods, and Methodiſts: 


Hey are thoſe Falſe Metho- 
diſts, who boaſt, ; that 

wuh Opiam, & Teſuitr Powder, 
they can Cure all Diſeaſes, 
though inſtead thereof they ei- 
ther Palliate for a time, or two, 
oft ſend their Paticnts to their 
Anceſtors. Neither are they ad» 
vanced to a much higher form, 
that imagine ordinary Diſpen- 
fatories are ſufficiently ſtock'd 
with Medicines adequate to the 
Cure of all Diſeaſes, whereas 
they contain few others, than

Name) or on the Corners of 
Streets on Poſts, obrruding a 
thouſand Falſitics to the Vulgar, 
to defraud them z whereas the 
Learned (Jnacks appear on their 
Anatomical Theatre, or Coaches, 
and privately in the Patients 
Houſes 
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Houſes Quack their Abilities, 
that the Diſtempers they find the 
ſufterer is afflicted with, the 
have frequently met with in ſi 
and ſuch, and do not queſtion to 
Cure him as well as others; 
though probably never (aw the 
like before, and do as little per- 
form their Promiſe in recoveri 
him, as the others they hinted. 
Moreover, if oneof theſe Lear- 
ned Empiricks ſhall with a lump 
of Money be diſmiſt, leaving 
him to another of the ſame Aſſo- 
ciation, who ſhall be a moſt 
confident undertaker alſo, and 
at the ſame time blame and caſt 
dirt on his predece(lor (a Bro- 
therly kindne(s) picking the Pa- 
tients Pocket dextrouſly, and to 
prevent a third ſhall not be cal- 
led upon, to ſuzceed him, from 
whom he is conſcious to be ſer- 
ved, as he did the other, puts 
E 4 all 
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all to the puſh, by either Killing 
or Curing. Now pray what 1s 
all this, but down right Moun- 
tebancking in a Learned way ? 
Is their any of them, who doth 
not pretend, cither a ſecret in his 
Method , or in the Remedies? 
which I have already Illuſtrated, 
is Non-ſenſe; for there is no 
Method without Remedies, nor 
proper Remedies without Me- 
thod, It is no other than Moun- 
tebanking, to adviſe Syrup of 
Steel ro all Chronical Patients, 
and (o put their whole ſtreſs up- 
on one Medicine, making that 
his Tanaces, fac totnuws, Pan+ 
chreſton, and univerſal Remedy : 
what is become of Method here, 
whence a Practitioner is tiled 
Medicws Rationalis , in oppolt- 
tion to an Empirick, that relies 
wholly upon Experiments, and 
Secrets, whence ſometimes he 

Cures, 
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Cures, but very oft kills, and that 
for applying his Remedies with- 
out reaſon or method. 

6, 2, The courſes and Rermhe- 
dies uſed by moſt of the Conclave 
of Phyſtians of P. are chiefly 
theſe.

our Purſe, with a greater con- 
nk than any Pick-Pocket, 
becauſe he is warranted by Laws, 
and Priviledges of the 
* [mean te ( onclave. * Therefore 
Chanter f there is no ſort of men 
Yon I look upon with 
greater contempt, than 
many phyſick Defors, and do 
not only abandon ſuch ſort 
of acquaintance for their walc 
practice, but other ſordid 
Attions; for certainly if you 
look for Avarice, Envy, 
lice, Pride, Ignoraace, Slande- 
ring, Backbiting, Flattery, = 4 
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ing, and Defrauding, you may 
had tin a Conclave Phyſician 
Hypocritic is an inſtrument he 
manages with inconparable dex- 
terity , the Church-door ſhall 
no ſooner be opened, but Frere 
Mr. DoGtor, fitting in the moſt 
vilible Sear, Grave, Deaf, Dumb, 
and immoveable, as if an Apo- 
plex of Devotion had feized 

im, out of which his Apothecary 
is to raiſe him, by knocking at 
half Sermon at his Pew door, to 
fetch him away poſt to a dying 
Patient; by which means he 
draws the Eyes of the whole 
SEIISEST after him ; but in- 
ſtead of going to the pretended 
Houſe of Vititation, they both 
drop into a Caberet, there to 
paſs the fatigue of a Forenoon 
Sunday.

573. gives an account, that 
Rome tor the (pace of fix hundred 
years kept out all Phyſicians, 
which cauſed her to flouriſh in 
numbers of Heal: y Subjets,more 
than ever ſhe did fince their ad- 
miſſion. How little eſteem the 
Roman: had for them QQuintilian 
tells you, lib. 2. c. 2. tor they 
would not grant them the pri- 
viledge of building their Temple 
dedicated to &#{cx/apizs within 
the City, but aflign'd them a 
mean place out of the Town, 
Whither their Slaves uſed to re+ 
fort, Suctow. in Nerone. and Se+ 
weed 3- de benef. cap. 24. Neither 
is it to be doubted, if all other 
Countries imitated Rome in the 
baniſhing Phyſicians, as is fre- 
—_ practiced in Muſcovy, 
they would enjoy the truns of

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Health by the natural didtates 
of their reaſon, and experience 
of familiar remedies, and Diet, 
to a higher degree, than now 
they do, in being impoſed up- 
on by Amethbodici ( as Galen 
terms them, and FP ſendo-mwedici x 
a5 Mont aigne in his Fer well 
obſerves fol. 7520. Of a Sick man 
being asked to his Phyſician, 
what operation he found from 
the Medicines he had given hia, 
he anſwered, He Sweated Vie- 
katly. That is well, quoth the 
Phytician : At another time he 
wkes him again, how he had 
done fince, be ſaid, He bad fels 

an extream ( uldneſs, and a great 
Baking : That is well, ith the 
Phyſician. The third times, he 
aketh him again, Few be did, 
he anſwers, I find wo fl to ſwell 
and ready to burſt, as if I badihe 


Dropſie; That is well again, 
cryes 
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cryes the Phyſician, Upon this 
it happened, one of his Do- 
meſticks came t1 in of him, 
how he did : Indeed my Frien! 
(faith he) by being well 1 die. 
This recital doth reſemble ano- 
ther, that happened in the next 
Climate, where an Apothecary 
conduting a Dropſical Patient 
to a Phylician, he adviſes to 
empty him. The Apothecary

In this Caſe men would 
devour cone another, the place 
not being extenhve enough to 
feed all, were it not, that Phy- 
licians by their wwale prattice pre- 
vented the Plethory of Intabi- 
tants. Moreover, they helpoff 
with a great quantity of the Ma- 
nufature of the Nation, as 
{ourning- Cloath, Sack and Cla- 
rer, Crape, Flannen, Drugs and 
a hundred Commoditics more 
and imploy thouſands of hands, 
as Couthn and Grave-makers, 
Clerk, Sexton, Tailors, Show- 
makers, and what nor, To 
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To put a concluſion to this ſub- 
jc, 1 ſhall only add;three fourth 
parts of the World ſpin the thread 
of th-1r Lives to a greater length, 
without the help of theſe impo- 
hong Phyficians, meerly by obler- 
vation of Remedies their Coun- 
try affords,and apply ingthem ac- 
cording to their natural ſenſe, 
therein exceeding all other F wro- 
pran ——— proof where- 
of Indie manifeſtly gives, in their 
not only Curing themſelves to a 
Miracle , - but alſo others, that 
came out of Exrope, who oft 
when Phyſicians have left off, 
are recovered by the Indians in 
a moment. The lliac Paſſrow be- 
ing there an Epidemick Diſeaſe, 
but much fiercer and infinitely

There be- 
ing according to his aſſertion no 
other vilible repoſitories as if 
the Pores of the Parenchyma 
(conſpicuous through a Micro 
cope) of the ——_ Mu Y 
Glanduls,c.were not ſuthcient- 
ly numerous, to contain a centu- 
ple proportion of humours, more 
than thoſe cavities he mentions, 
for the proof of which , you 
need only conſider, in what pla»

the Bowels, and thoſe of the

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external pars. But he cor» 
ceived theſe not ro be Excre- 
mentitious, as the bilis In eyſti 
felles, & ſtercors in inteſtinir, 
allowing them only to be Enms:

cotted, wherein his error 1s dil- 
covered, by miſapprehending the 
intendment of the Ancients in

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Ears ee, For certainly none can 
deny,but that:not, Humours :un+ 
ning at the Ears in ſnfants, Fleam 
expeQorated by Cough, or Spit 
up from the Glanduls of the 
Throat, are Excremeniitious 
Humours, conained in no vi- 
ible Cavities, or Cells. Net- 
ther doth the conceding (as he 
urges) of ſtagnation of Excre- 
mentitious humours in the Pores 
exclude, or impede the circula- 
tion of the Maſs in any other 
part, than where the ſtagnation 
is, and finding a reſiftance or 
excluſion, the circulating Blood 
doth preter-flow to the next 
paſſages, thatare patent. The 
Argument moſt inforcing his ob- 
jeQion, is grounded upon the 
trite maxime of Phyſick , viz. 
That humours extre vaſa Putre- 
fy. This is granted, but how, 


and when ? Toft longeaw moram, 
; not 
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not immediately, as appears in 
moſt A:41cmatous, Skirrous , or 
Aqueous Tumors, and many 
Feebymoſes not tending to Pu- 
trefattion before a long interval 
of time $4 though in ome Caſes, 
where the external and internal 
Pores are quite ftop'd and 
choak'd up, and the Blood con- 
fiſting of Heterogeneons Par- 
ticles, is Sulphaurous, and full of 
Spirits, a Purrefattion doth en- 
ſue immediately extra vaſe, and 
ſoit may intre veſs, manifeſt in 
Putrid Continual Feavors. More - 
over conceding this Phyſick Ro- 
mancers poſition, that the Blood, 
or excrementiitious Humours, 
cannot ſtagnate extrs vaſe, the 
whole ſtructure of the Art of 
Phyfick, raiſcd by the ſedulous 
obſervation and experience of 
ſo many Agucs, is thrown to 
the ground at once; for then ob- 

ſtructions 
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| ſtruction< of the Bowcls, ail in- 
ternal Tumours, Dropfics, Jn- 
farGtions of the Stemach , and 
Lungs, with many other evident 
diſtempe rs,mult all be expunged, 
Purging ſer alide, Bleeding ren- 
dred uſclefs, and no other Re+ 
medics continue in force, befides 
Alteratives, Dizphoreticks, and 
Diurenicks. A tine fort of Em- 
pirical and deltruttive practice, 
whereunto the man being glued 
by ſuch hike falle Opimater no- 
tions, was driven to a moſt un*+ 
reaſonable uſe of Spirit of Harts- 
born, polting thereby Legions 
of Patients to untimely ends, 
and hill continued by his un- 
happy ſucceſſors, who in imita- 
tion of their maſter, aim at no- 
thing more that getting of Fees, 
by defrauding people of their 
lives. 


That this Jatroſopbiſt had gi- 
ven 
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ven himſclf over to Fhyſick 
Tales, and invention of Caſes, 
that never happened, producing 
them in Evidence, to mnntain 
his falle poſitions, this 1nitance 
of a Cure per; med at Oxford 
on a voung Genikeworran, now 
the Wite of an Attorney of the 
Lord Mayors Court, may con- 
vince you 3 whence, and from 
tne courſe he directed her Mo- 
ther, both decumbent of an in- 
termittent Feavor, he abliracted 
his Theorems of Agucs. Tothe 
former he had exlubited ſuch a 
proportion of Alercarins Dulcis,
